Dear Mr. Mayor, 


Our Association has received a letter from Mr. Lynn Davies, Head Coach and Technical 
Director of the Canadian Track and Field Association, indicating that, in addition to 

50 Olympic prospects already named to the National Tear,, he has identified 23 additional 
athletes from Ontario who have Olympic potential and deserve to attend a ‘Warm Weather 
Training Camp' in Phoenix, Arizona, commencing on 26th December and lasting about 2 weeks. 


In discussing the Camp with Ann Bryan, and her coach, Mr. George Van Zey!, both 
Mississauga residents, | have determined that Ann is very keen on attending this valuable 
training experience, and | am writing to you to ask whether the City of Mississauaa 

can provide some financial support. 


mn Bryan has been an outstanding sprinter for several years, but in the past two years 
has concentrated her athletic endeavours to the Lonq Jump, Already a Nationa! Junior 
Champion, Ann surprised coaches and athletes alike by defeating the Commonwealth Games 
Silver medallist, Brenda Eisler, at the National Senior Championships in Winnipeg last 
August, by taking the Gold Medal in her event, It is probably that performance that 
brought her athletic ability to the attention of the National Coaches. 


Game Plan 76 is providing the funding for the 50 Olympic prospects, and the Provincial 

Associations are expected to raise the funds for the remaining Olympic prospects, of which 

Ann is one. We have approached the Sport & Recreation Bureau of the Ontario Government 

and have been promised some support. Our recantly concluded Runathon will also provide 

some funds, and Ann herself has saved $60.00 towards her expenses. Each athlete needs | 
a total of $410.00; with part of the Ontario grant being apportioned to Ann, coupled 
with her own contribution, we calculate that an additional $250.00 is required to bridge 

the gap, and we are asking whether Mississauga would be willing to provide all or part of 


that amount. 


The experience Ann would enjoy, and bring back to Mississauga and Club life, would be such 

as to provide an enormous incentive for future Olympic hopefuls in the area, as wel! as j 
giving her the coaching experience she needs leadina up to 1976 and beyond. A copy of the 

Davies letter is enclosed for your information.

I am writing to seek your support as Director of Development for 
Ontario. 


Being familiar with the Game Plan '76 programme which comes under 
Sport Canada, you will know that we have a classification programme for 
national ‘athletes. 


A total of 46 athletes are classified and as such receive support 
to attend national training camps in order to prepare for international 
representation and in particular, Olympic, Commonwealth and European 
Games. 


The 46 athletes represent the very top, elite group in track and 
field in Canada and, as such, deserve this support. 


However, below this group, we have many athletes who have 
tremendous potential in track and field and who, given the right 
opportunities, will become international calibre athletes. This year, 
for example, we took 60 athletes to Europe, all of whom performed 
very well and a host of personal bests were achieved. 


In December, the Canadian Track and Field Association are planning 
to stage a warm weather training camp in Phoenix, Arizona while will 
prove to be excellent preparation for our National Athletes. With the 
Olympic Games only two years away, we must be providing Canada's athletes 
with these opportunities. The camp will be staffed with the National 
Coaching Staff and additional Canadian coaches. 


I am writing to ask if you might see your way to supporting some 
of the very talented athletes in Ontario to attend our National Training 


Camp. I feel sure that this kind of exposure would be of great benefit 
to them and help to ensure that the National Track and Field team in

Some time in October of this year a Mr. R. G. Robinson came to this 
Department to obtain a Building Permit for some alterations to his home. 


These alterations included: - 


1. A closed in walkway along the side of the house plus internal 
changes. 


— 2. The extension of his garage onto the front yard of the property. 
3. A wall around his swimming pool with a dome type roof overhead. 


Mr. Robinson was advised that a permit could be issued for item (1), 
but items (2) and (3) would require approval of the Committee of Adjustment 
because they both exceed the yard setbacks as expressed in our Zoning 
By-law 5500, as amended, for an "R1" Residential area. A building permit 
Number 6431 was granted for item (1) only on October 25th, 1974. 


He subsequently applied to the Committee of Adjustment for approval 
(see attached) but was refused. I understand that the principal objection 
of the neighbours was to item (3) and the Committee indicated that if 
item (2) alone were applied for, it might be more favourably viewed. 


Mr. Robinson's application was refused on Thursday, November 21st, 1974, 
and this Department learned on the following Monday, November 25th, 1974, 
that work proceeded over the weekend to the extent that the brick walls of 
garage extension were erected. 


It appears that several of the neighbours had been at the Committee 


of Adjustment meeting and knew that the work going on had no permit. They 
were thus quick to inform us of what was happening.

f During most of this time you were not available, so we sought the 
advice of the Regional Solicitor, Mr. L. Stewart, Q.C. 

Every effort has been made by our staff to explain the proper 


procedures to Mr. Robinson, and assist him towards an amicable solution 
of his problem, but I feel he resents the zoning regulations that apply 


to his property too deeply. 
Our feeling is that the garage portion of his work might be approved 
by the Committee of Adjustment if he were to re-apply, but he has not 


indicated that he plans any such action. 


In view of the unfortunate direction that this matter has taken, 
~ feel that this Department is no longer equipped to deal with it, so 
I am referring the matter to you for recommendations.

Complaints of a minor nature or complaints related to 
traffic enforcement, speeding, parking etc. can often be 
resolved at a divisional level and should be directed to the 
Division Commander.

The City of Mississauga is divided into two divisions 
by Burnhamthorpe Road. Division #11, south of Burnhamthorpe 
Road, being commanded by Inspector G. Hills; Division #12, 
north of Burnhamthorpe Road, being commanded by Staff 
Inspector W. Snarr. 


Should the complaint be of a more serious nature, it is 
referred to the Complaint Bureau for investigation. A member 
of the bureau will contact the complainant and arrange a 
meeting at a time and place mutually agreed upon. The com- 
Plainant is requested to make a statement outlining his 
allegations. There are occasions where a complainant does 
not wish to make a formal statement: this does not preclude 
a thorough investigation being conducted. 


The Complaint Bureau is an investigative body only; its 
function being to obtain all of the facts relating to the 
occurrence and present them in a fair and unbiased fashion 
to the Chief of Police. Decisions as to discipline are not 
within its function. Members of this bureau require a broad 
background in investigative techniques and an awareness that 
"it is human to err". They also require an insight into the 
behavioral sciences. Complaint investigators are selected 
for their ability to investigate thoroughly while keeping an 
open mind and ensuring that equal weight is given to the 
rights of both citizens and Police Officers. 


The bureau is strongly motivated by our desire to be 
able to identify and reduce or eliminate problem areas or 
officers who do not meet our high standards. One of the aims 
of the bureau is to determine if the problem arose by an 
intentional act and/or if the policies and procedures are 
contemporary. Members of the bureau also counsel citizens 
and individual officers with regard to the legalities and/or 
validity of a complaint and possible or alternative courses 
of action that may be taken.

Dear Dr. Dobkin: 


As you may or may not know, the Don kowing Club has been in 
existence since 1878 and has been located in Port Credit since 1960. 
At that time the club moved from Toronto (due to harbour front 
expropriation) and with the help of the Credit Valley Lions and the 
Town of Port Credit, built a boat house on the banks of the Credit 
River. From 1965 we shared our boat house with the Mississauga 
Canoe Club until last year, at which time they took possession of 
their own club house. (This was done with financial support of the 
City of Mississauga.) 


The club's programme is competitive rowing which requires 
top notch fitness from its members. Our facilities have been used 
each Spring by three local high schools with participation by 
approximately 40 students. In the summer about 30 boys take part 
in club rowing. Our aims for the future are to expand our 
competitive programme and start a physical fitness outlet for ex- 
members and interested citizens. To this end we have on order 
three “work-boat" single shetls which would allow non-experienced 
persons to “get on the water" without damaging otherwise fragile 
racing shells. 


Until recently our total annual budget has been $7,000 which was 
raised through dances, rowathons, lottery ticket draws, donations 
pin local industries and merchants, and interest from a $10,000

However, we have reached a critical stage in our operations. 
Time and erosion as a result of the building being built on land fill, 
has created maintenance expenditures. At the present time the roof 
is leaking badly, endangering our equipment and electrical wiring. 
Estimates to have the roof repaired are about $5,000.

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INTRODUCTION 
WHEN is the government of Ontario going to get serious about the 


enforcement of fish and game regulations? This is the question that 


has been asked most frequently by the sportsmen at all fish and game 


or conservation clubs, whether federated or not, over the past few years. 


More recently the questions have become more frequent and the sportsmen 
more frustrated with the unsatisfactory answer; that there are not 


sufficient funds to empky more Conservation Officers. 


The Ontario Federation of Anglers and Hunters holds strongly to the 
opinion that a good enforcement policy is a prerequisite for developing 
public confidence in the ability of the Ministry of Natural Resources 
to do an adequate job of managing our renewable natural resources. 

This being the case the OFAH decided that it must make an all out effort 
to impress upon the Ministry the seriousness of the situation and the 


necessity of doing something about it immediately. 


THE SITUATION 
Since this had been a perennial problem the OFAHwet out of it's 


way a couple of years ago to get accurate data from all the regions and 


districts of the former Department of Lands and Forests, with respect 
to the change in enforcement effort over the 20 year period 1950 to 1970. 


Again, since the situation in 1974 is essentially the same, if not a 


little worse than in 1970, despite the reorganization into many more 


a@istricts, it was decided that these figures would be perfectly adequate 


for the purpose of this brief. They show a startling situation, that F 


we put forward, not to embarass the government but to point up the 


seriousness of the problem and the necessity of doing something about 


it immediately to restore public confidence that our fish and game 





resources are being managed properly.

~ In putting together the data that are presented in TABLES 1 and 

2 and in FIGURE I, we had detailed discussions with the more senior 

personnel in the districts with respect to the actual hours of enforcement 

that a conservation officer performed in 1950 and in 1970. We found that 

there had been a marked change in thinking during this twenty year period 

and that whereas total enforcement was the “order of the day” in 1950 

it had become part enforcement and part persuasion and education of the 

poacher or law breaker in 1970. While no-one would argue that education 

was not beneficial, it is useless, without good enforcement. Another change 

had also taken place in that the enforcement officers were now collecting 

a lot of data on fish and wildlife while in the field. This also seriously 

detracted from the @nforcement program. In compiling our data we feel we 

have made an honest and very accurate assessment of the actual hours of 
@—@nforcement in the respective years. 

In arriving at a figure for the hours spent afield by the hunter and 
the fisherman we have made use of the statistics compiled by the Department 
of Lands and Forests for licences sold and also checked these figures with 
senior personnel in the districts and regions to assure their accuracy. 

No attempt has been made to inflate these figures in 1970 by taking into 
account the marked change in working hours, and hence in leisure time, that 
has occurred over this twenty year period. This change could do nothing 
but markedly increase the hours spent in hunting and angling and make the 
situation, as presented, look much worse. 

Reference has been made to the job of the Conservation Office in 
1970 which included part time enforcement and part time data collecting 
and public education. While this may have been a laudable effort to get 


-m.. mileage out of the Conservation Officer's time it completely hamstrung

the enforcement activity and was of doubtful value as a public 
education program. It had some value as a means of collecting field 
data. Even in the later case a serious compromise has been made. Some 
useful data was collected, but, was enough useful data collected, and 
what is more important still, was it accurate? This is not to cast doubt 
on the honesty of the Conservation Officers who on the whole were trying 
to do a good job. 
The assumption that you can find in one person, except on very 
tare occasions, the makings of a good police officer (for that is what 
enforcement is all about), a good educator and a good field technician 
is ridiculous. One type of man is a good enforcer and another is a good 
technician and possibly an educator or P.R. man. This “Jack of all 
e5"e=" @pproach has cavsed a serious decline in enforcement effort over 
the twenty year ;eriod and has meant a much less effective research 
and wanagement program because of a lack of sufficient and accurate 
field data. 
we are not arguing thet the Conservation Officer should not have 
frome training in the collection of data and in P.R. because these can 
make the enforcement job more interesting and more effective but, we are 
argcing that these semi-scientific tasks should be left to a special class 
of employee we prefer to call a Fish and Wildlife Field technician. 
Referring to the data presented in TABLES 1 and 2 and the graphic 
presentation of this data in FIGURE 1 an alarming situation is evident. 
During the twenty year period 1950 to 1970 the hunting pressure has 
increased on the average at least two times, the fishing pressure

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Is it any wonder that sportsmen, all over the province, are 
seriously disturbed over the apparent lack of concern shown by the gov- 
ernment for illegal taking of our fish and game. It will be argued, of 
course, that enforcement aids in use in 1970, such as two-way radios, 
aircraft, etc., made enforcement much more effective when compared to 
1950. There is some truth in this but it must also be remembered that 
the poacher has also these new aids available to him and he has been 
making good use of them in his illegal activities as has been demonstrated 
on a number of occasions. 

The Ontario Federation of Anglers and Hunters feels very strongly 
that if the government of this province is to effectively discharge it's 
responsibilities with respect to renewable resource management and 
particularly fish and wildlife resources, it must comply with the 
following recommendations immediately. 

i. Double the present Conservation Officer staff and have these 
officers spend practically all of their time on enforcement. This would 
bring about roughly a 14 times increase in enforcement effort compared 

so 1950. 

2. Establish at once a Fish and Wildlife Field Technician Staff 

of at least four per district, in every district in the province. 
Supplement this staff with additional technicians in areas where special 
management projects are under way such as the Bay of Quinte, fishery 
study, the Canonto deer study or the Giant Canada Goose stucy. It is 
considered that these Fish and Wildlife field technicians with their special 
training and aptitude would do twice as effective a job of collecting and 
organizing data as the present C.0O. working part time at the job. 
Su‘ficient accurate field data would then be collected to make the work 


ef the Research and Management branch really effective.

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With the @mplementation of these proposed changes the Gevernment of 

Ontario would be discharging it's responsibility to the electorate in 

seriously attempting to manage these very valuable recreational resources 

For their part the sportsmen would consider that they were getting a 

fair shake for the millions of dollars that they pump into the economy 

of the province through licences, equipment, taxes on equipment, etc. 

They probably would consider as reasonable, additional levies by way 
@@f licences, etc., in support of a truly comprehensive fish and wildlife 

management program, as suggested here if other passive oer nen-consumptive 


users of these resources were to bear some of the additional costs.

DECISION OF THE BOARD delivered by D. S. COLBOURNE 


. This application was heard by the Committee of Adjust- 
ment of the Town of Port Credit who rendered their decision 
on the 2ist day of November, 1973, by dismissing the 


application by Credit Valley Investments Limited. 


Credit Valley Investments Limited, appealed that decisian 
to this Board. Subsequent to December 31, 1973, when the 
Town of Port Credit had become part of the City of 
Mississauga, the applicant applied to the Committee of 
Adjustment of the City of Mississauga for the same relief 
sought and then still outstanding by way of appeal from 
the decision of the Committee of the Town. The Committee

that decision was appealed by the City of Mississauga. 


Counsel for the City of Mississauga asked that the 
Board grant the appeal of the City on file A 74495, since 
the Committee of the City of Mississauga haa no jurisdic- 
tion to consider the same application while there was 
still a proper appeal outstanding before this Board. The 
Boerd feels that it is improper that the Committee of 
Adjustment of the City of Mississauga considered the appli- 
cation where in these circumstences there was still an 
appeal outstanding before this Board. 


On those grouncs, the Board will grant the appeal of 
the City of Mississauga, set aside the decision of thc 
Committee and dismiss the application as made thcreto on 
the application on the Board's file A 74495. 


Dealing now with merits of the application on file 
A 731338, the owner intencs to replace the existing pert 
of the structure described on the survey filed with the 
Committee's papers as stores (apartment over). This 
structure, which contains a restaurant, a plumbing supply 
shop, a confectionery store and four opartment suites 
over top, adjoins what is shown on the same survey as an 
office building also in the ownership of the applicant, 
which contains a trust compeny office with office space 
on the second floor. The structure is to be renovated to 
the extent of removing the commercial uses of the restaurant 
and plumbing supply shop end apartments over top with 
additional office space, and to add at the rear in a second 
storey structure over top the existing parking area, an 
additional 1,097 square feet thereon. 


There are a number of ways in which the present 
structure does not meet the requirements of the Port Credit

by-law, most noteably in the area of parking, which having 
regard to the existing uses requircs some 19 spaccs. In 
respect of what is proposed, s majority of which now will 
become office space, the requirements of the by-lew are 
less by some 3 spaces. Although the exact numbers now 
provided is not known, having regara also for the aspect 
of provision of a loading space, the area to be provideu by 
the applicant's proposal would appear to be a slightly 
greater dimension. No alteration is expecte2 in the pro- 
vision of the sideyard which does not meet the by-law 
requirements. The proposal, however, does involve an aadi- 
tional variance and that would be in respect of the second 
storey office space over top, the parking ares, which would 
according to the by-low require a setback of some 2@ fect 
as against that to be provided, which is a continuation 

of the rear wall of the trust compeny building of some 

3 feet 4 inches. 


The Board is of the opinion that this is a reasonable 
attempt on the part of the applicant to renovate an olcer 
structure in the core area of the former Town of Port 
Credit. While admittedly involving an adaitionel variance 
it is a reasonable one ana in respect of the parxing comes 
closer to meeting the requirements of the by-law, and it 
should be recognized that 7“ this serea there is ample 
public parking available to the west of the adjoining property. 
Having regard to all of the circumstances aforementioned, 
the Board is of the opinion that the appeal should be 
allowed, the decision of the Committee of Adjustment set 
aside and the application as made thereto granted.
